Whiteside.s. co-owner of a 3,440- 
head dairy at 700 North and 700 
East. **I hope it doesn't drive a 
wedge. I want to hiiiid another^ 
dairy." 

Whitesides wants to huild 
anoilicr dairy of alnui the same 
size, next to the current dairy 
built in 1996. 

Wliiiesides says the flie.s are 
not as bad as iivighlMirs say. I'hey 
spray every week, he said. 

“We spend a substantial 
amount on a monthly ba.sis on 
spniy," he said.

McKinney 
pulled out a Kun and clubbed his 
friend in an- as.saiilt that 
occurred hours after Matthew 
Sliepard was beaten. 

Jeremy Herrera, 19, of Buena 
Park, Calif., -said McKinney was 
arguinK with Emiliano Morales 
' III when McKinney went lo his

Morales from Itehind. 

, “I iieard a thud. It was the 
most sickening thing I ever 
heard in my life," Herrera said, 
who added lie struck McKinney 
with a thick stick. 

I’olice said the figlit lielped*,. 
them connect McKinney to 
■ Shepard's beating. 

McKinney is charged with 
first-degree murder, kidnapping 
and robbery. If. convicted, he 
faces tile death penalty. His 
accomplice, Rus.vcll Henderson, 
pleaded guilty to kidnapping 
and felony murder in April and 
received two life sentences. 
"During tile first full d.TyTiTtes- 
limony, jurors also Iieard from 
the coroner who e.'tamined 
" Shepard's Ixidy, n bartender and 
Morales, wlio said the heating 
rendered him unable to identify 
his attacker. 

Pro-secutors say McKinney iind 
Henderson kidnapped Shepard 
and took him'to a remote iirea 
near Laramie on Oct. 7. 1998, 
where they rnhhgd him of S20. 
Shepard was heaien into a coma. 

He died five days later in a Port 
Collins, Colo., ho.spital. 

Defense attorneys have said 
McKinney, was guilty of 
manslaughter because his judg- 
ment was affected by drugs, 
alcohol and childhood memories 
of sexual abuse.

Matt Galloway, a bartender at 
the Fireside Lounge, recounted 
the night Shepard, McKipney

He described 
Shepard as “kind of a frail indi- 
vidual.” who left with 
Henderson and McKinney. 

Galloiv.'iy said he saw “nothing 
amiss” as Shepard talked with 
the two men after <|uaffing a feiv 
drinks at die bar by himself. 

But Galloway denied that 
Henderson and McKinney were 
drunk, saying they hud con- 
sumed only a pitcher of beer.

The standard porch jnimi)kin 
is now done with an artistic flair. 

A numher of companies mar* 
kei pumpkin carving tools atni 
patterns to help novice carvers 
easily create elaborate jack-o’- 
lanterns. 

The kits and tools range in 
price from $2.19 to SG and are 
found in grocery, hubby and 
drug stores, and several sites 
iinline. 

One of the largest distributors 
in local stores is Denver-based 
Pumpkin Masters, wbich started 
as n family, Halloween tradition 
airj'ears ago, says founder John 
I5.irdeen. 

His father, Paul Bardeen, was 
a safely engineer who wanted an 
easier, more artistic and safe 
way for his children to carve 
ilieir jack-o’-lantcrns. 

Paul Bardeen made small 
hand saw.s and drill bits and 
drew patterns, which Jolin and 
liis sisters used for yetirs. I'aul 
.list) held pumpkin carving par- 
ties for neighbors in their hase- 
meiit and demonstrated tech- 
iii(|iie.s at schools and comiminity 
centers. 

To honor their fatlicr, who 
died in 1983, the Bardeen chil- 
<lren decided to share Ills legacy 
and hegan to manufacture and 
market the kits, wliich include 
instructions for holding your 
own parties, says John. 

Pumpkin Masters were ilic 
first to introduce the carving kit 
line in 198G. Since ilien, other 
manufacturers have offered sim- 
iliir kits, 

"I like to think we helped 
chiinge the way America cele- 
brutes Halloween," John says. 
The front porch pumpkin has 
hecmiie it work of art in the lust 
decade, he ncld.s, 


Indeed, Halloween is getting 
to be a big deal these days. As 
with Christmas, there are a lot of 
traditions, decorations, greeting 
cards and parties. The tradition 
of carving jack-o’-lanterns is 
liundreds of years old, with roots 
in Ireland.

Using :i pumpkin for a hiniern 
was an American twist to the 
Celtic tradition. 

In England ami Ireland, pco- 
. pie used can'ed beets, potatoes 
and turnips to shield ihcir can- 
dle.s from the wind. When immi- 
grants brought the tradition to 
America, the native pumpkins 
became the fruit of choice 
because tiiey made much bigger 
lanterns.

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Orchardist’s care, skill give apples their flavor T 


QUINCY, Wash. - Here; on 
BalKpck Ridfic ircos laden with 
ripening fruit stand in light, 
dense rows like soldiers on a 
parade field. The days have been 
warm, the nights cool. Perfect 
conditions for apples. 

In the still air of early morn- 
ing, Javior-Rubncalvn-and his' 
brother Juan pluck apples with 
the swift precision of skilled sur- 
geons. 

They are among Kent 
Karstetter’s best employees. 
Their reward is this area of the 
orchard where trees not much 
taller than they are produce 
Scarlets, a strain of Red 
Delicious apples so large they lit- . 

, erally have their hands full. "1 
tell them those (the apples) are 
my children; handle rliem care 
fully,” Karstetter s;iid 
/\nd they do. As their b.igs fill, 
they move to a large wood bin 
Ixtnveen the roiv.s ;ind gently roll 
in the apples from their bags. 
The goal: no bruises. 

The men’s skill coupled with 
the size of these app!esTiIIs”tIie~ 
shipping bin in 15 minutes. 

Other workers will move the 
bihs tb ilie shipping area where 
they'll be stacked and loaded on 
trucks and hauled to a nearby 
processing plant the same day 
they’re picked. 

At the processing plant in 
Quincy, apples are washed, sort- 
ed by grade and packed into 
lx)xes. Within a few days they’ll 
be perched, ripe and juicy, in 
supermarket produce depart- 
meni.s. 

Apples picked early in the .sea- 
son are best for fresh eating now 
and in the coming weeks, 
Karstetter said. Those han’ested 
later, if they meet quality stan- 
dards, will be placed in con- 
trolled atmosphere storage to - 
ensure consumers a year-round 
supply of apples, 
i'iij.s year’s crop is down about 
10 percent from last year’s, said 
-Jitn.Thomas..spokvsman-for-the- — 
Washington Apple Commission. 

He estimates the crop total at 
about 8S million boxes. Thu har- 
vest is also slightly later than 
most years, he said. 

“The weather's been perfect in 
recent weeks," Thomas said, 
"Warm days and cool nights 
bring out the color and sweet- 
nes.s, which mean.s apples of the 
liiglicst quality." • 

TlliU’s what Kar.slelli;r"Ni.Vs'in 
the two orchard.'! he operates: 
fewer apples, hut excellent size, 
color and flavor. 

Like a riverhont gambler who 
knows the chahee of making 
money in the face of enormous 
risk.9, he’s hoping this year will 
he better chan hist. In 19'J8, he 
lost money on one orchard dam- 
aged by hail, broke even on the 
other. Not all orchardlsts fared 
so well. It isn't ju.st a matter of 
phinting n few trees and waiting 
for the apple.s to appear. An 
orchard is like a nursery school 
with hundreds of children. Each 
requires personal attention and 
careful nurturing to thrive. 

Today's orchardist must be 
savvy about marketing trends, 
practice efficient farming meth- 
ods, manage people f.iirly, work 
hard and be tough enough to 
t.ikc a loss and keep on gojng. 

That’s the on-thc-Joh educa- 
tion Kent Karstetter acquired in 
the 20 years since high school. 

His father, Dick Karstetter, a 
retired Spokane firefighter, 
invested in an orchard while his 
children were young, hoping it 
would help with their college 
expenses. All six kids including 
Kent worked summers in the 
orclnird while they were in higli 
sdiool. After graduation, search-

ing for career direction, Kent 
went back to work the apple liar- 
vest and stayed on. The follow- 
ing year, when the foreman quit, 
he took over. 

Later, a second orchard was 
added, so the family partners 
now farm about 180 acres of 
apples under Kent Karstcttcr’s 
direction. The ordiards produce 
""Red and GoIden"DeIiduus, Fujis"" 
and Bmebums. Last year apples 
from -these orchards were 


shipped throughout the United 
States and to some foreign coun- 
tries: Goldens to Mexico, Fujis to 
the Orient, Red Delicious to 
Saudi Arabia. 

In America, he said, it's all 
about color. Red Delicious 
apples most be deep red with no 
signs of green marring the sur- 
face. 

If apples are picked properly 
they will be firm, juicy and 
sweet when consumers get them 


home, he said. .-Apple eaters hate 
biting into a red hall of mush,, 
but Kent Karstetter hates it 
more. That’s why he's constantly 
working to develop apples that 
meet consumer expectations- 
Thc Scarlets, for . example, 
achieve iH.-rfect color on the out- 
side before they're ripe inside. 
Once picked. si]ch apples must 
li.ive a precise balance of sugars 
and starch to go imo'conirolied 
atmosphere storage.

Sanders was fortunate to avoid 
the serious injuries of his airrent 
and former teammates when he 
put himself back into Sunday’s 
game alxuit an hour after suffer- 
ing a concussion. 

Sanders .supjxirted his self-diag- 
nosis hy returtiing a punt 70 yards 
fur a touchdown, sealing Dallas' 
38-20 victory over Washington 
and adding another memorable 
moment to a career filled with 
them. 

AH the applause for his codra- 
geinis perfonnance has obsaired 
tlie danger - and logic - of allow- 
ing a player who has taken a blow 
to the head to overrule doctors 
and retunj to a game (piickly. 

Cowboys owner Jerry Jones 
said Tuesday he didn't (luestiim 
Sanders' decision because he 
believes the former two-sport star 
knows his body better than any- 
one. 

He noted that an MIU Sanders 
tiHik Monday siiowed no damage, 
which indicates the injury proba- 
bly wasn't too severe. 

"An athlete of his stature and 
experience, someone of his 
instincts alxnit his pliysical condi- 
tion, probably knows better how 
far to extend himself than the 
average football player," Jones 
said. “That probably, subcon- 
sciously, was on everybody’s 
mind." 

Sanders was injured on a firsi- 
quarier punt return when he 
locked helmets and .siioulder pads 
with Washington deep snapper 
Dan Turk, wlio outweiglis the cor- 
nerhack l>y nearly 100 pounds. 


The collision sent Sanders back- 
wards into aniiiher big guy, full- 
back Mike Seller.s, who sent 
Sanders to the ground. 

Sanders was sent lo the locker 
room and wasn't expected to 
retuni. Then, as Washington fin- 
ished its founh play of the third 
(juarter, Sanders jogged out the 
tunnel and straight to his riglit 
conterback sjiot witiinut breaking 
stride. 

He played six snaps then went 
to the sidelines. Jones s;iid no doc* 
tors or trainers re-evaluated 
Sanders after he returned. 

“Once he was out there and 
playing that was it," Jones said. 
"Kverylxuiy else was jiaying more 
atieniion to what was going on in 
tile game. 

"I don't want to talk nhout how 
we handle injuries on any type of 
policy basis because we don't 
. liave one. They're addressed to 
the situation, injui^ hy injury and 
circumstance hy circumstance." 

Sanders made only one tackle 
after returning. It wasn't until 
resuming punt return duties that 
he put himself in a compromising 
position. 

Sanders protected himself the 
best way possible - not getting 
hit. The Redskins didn’t lay a fin- 
ger on him as he meed to the end 
zone. 

Cowboys coach Chan Cailey 
had assumed that doctors had 
cleared Sanders to return. It 
wasn't until the celebration of tlie 
touchdown that he learned the 
tnilii. 

Galley pulled Sanders soon 
after because Dallas had a big 
lead and Wasliington had little 
time to recover.

Intel, Microsoft 
to be first Nasdaq 
stocks in Dow

. NEW- YORK - Intel and 
Microsoft are being added to the 
Dow Jnne.s industrial average. 
Incoming the first Nasdaq stocks 
ever chosen by The Wall Street 
Journal for the market's be.sr- 
known measure and another sign 
of the economic shift atvay from 
smokestacks to technology. 

Share.s of the retailor Home 
Depot and the telephone compa- 
ny SBC Communication.s arc also 
being added lo (he Dow', replac- 
ing Scars Roebuck, Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber, Chevron and 
Union Carbide. 

The changes announced 
Tue.sday, which take effect on ' 
Monday, are tiic first since 1997, 
when the newspaper also 
switched four of the 30 compo- 
nents of the average. 

Most notable, however, is the 
inclusion of Intel and Microsoft, 
the two most influential compa- 
nies in personal computers and 
the first companies ever dioscn 
for die Dow that arc not listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
The move is a major victory in 
the ongoing battle for prestige 
between the 207-year-old NYSE 
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and the Nasdaq Slock Market, 
which was created in 1971. 

Intel is the world’s biggest su|V 
plicr of the semiconductors that 
serve .ts the brains for comput- 
ers. Microsoft is the No. 1 maker 
of the software to runs those 
computers and programs for 


more specific tasks. The ttvo will 
join International Business 
Machines and Hewlett-Packard 
in the Dow average, giving the 
blue-chip index four technology 
components. 

Critics of the Dow, created in 
1896, have long argued that the 


average contained kki few issues 
that reflect ilie technology ami 
' itiforinaiioii revolution that has 
been resliapinn the U.S, ami 
global ucononiies over the past 
two dectides. 

To thill end, tile selection of

Rubin to join nation’s largest financial firm 


Former Treasury 
secretary finds a 
new challenge

WASHINGTON - Former 
Treasury Secretary Robert 
Rubin joined Citigroup Inc., the 
nation’s largest financial compa- 
ny, where he will use his busi- 
ness and political background to 
help shape the firm’.s strategy, 
official said Tuesday. 

Rubin was elected lo the New 
York-based financial giant’.s 
board and will serve as chairman 
of its executive committee. He 
will work with John Reed and 
Sanford Weill, the company’s 
chairmen and co<liicf executive 
officers, in a newly created 
three-person office of the chair- 
man, the company said. 

"Itob will participate in strate- 
gic managerial and operational 
matters of the company, but will 
have no line responsibilities," 
Reed and Weill .said in a state- 
ment. 

Rijbin, who took over at the 
Treasury Department in 1995, 
was widely regarded as one of its 
most successful secretaries. 
When he stepped down in July, 
die U.S. economy was continuing 
an unprecedented expansion, 
and badly shaken overseas 
economics were on the mend. 

Tlie year before he joined the 
'adminisiration, Rubin made 
$26iS million a.s co-chairman of

Rite Aid’s announcement 
niised an important question for 
investors: If the public has yet to 
sec a true picture, what good 
were the two years’ worth of 
audited financial statements the 
company issued earlier? 

There’s been no suggestion 
that the write-down by Rite Aid 
- which has stores in Twin Falls 
and Burley - resulted from any 
impropriety by its auditor, 
KPMG LLP, which declined to 
comment, citing client confiden- 
tiality. 

However, regulators have 
been troubled for some lime 
about the quality of corporate 
financial statements. And 
■ investors .should be, too. 

In recent yeors, companies 
such as Waste Management Inc., 
Cendant Corp. and Sunbeam 
Corp, have disclosed that the 
picture painted by their earlier 
financial statements was not 
accurate. 

More than a year ago. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission Chairman Arthur 
Levitt Jr. called attention to 
what lie dubbed a “numbers 
gome" in which companies 
manipulate accounting data to 
produce desired results. 

These results range from 
“making one’s numbers" - meet- 
ing Wall Street projections - to 
.smooching out quarterly results 
to produce a steady run of 
increases. 

“This process has evolved 
over the years into what can best 
be characterized as a game 
among market participoms," 
Levitt said in a .speech last year. 
Many investors agree. 

Richard P. Howard, manager 
of the T. Rowe Price Capital 
Appreciation Fund, said there is 
immense pressure on company .

Taxes, 
they say, wtieihcr a|>plied to Web 
accc.ss or physical and digital 
products sold online, may discour- 
age people from spending and for- 
ever stum the Inicnict's gnm'th. 

Tliesc arguments carried the 
day last fall, when Congress over- 
whelmingly approved and 
President Clinton signed the 


Internet Tax Freeiiom Act, which 
prohibits new levies on ecom- 
merce for three years. However, 
it didn't roll back existing sales 
and u.se ta.xes in 4.5 scate.s nnd (be 
Di.strict of Columbia, or the 
Internet-related levies that nine 
states - including Te.xas, Vermont 
and Wisconsin - put on tlieir 
books liefure the federal morato- 
rium. (Use taxes are cnllecieJ 
amnially on mii-of-siate purchas- 
es,) 

Congress also created the 
Advisory Commission on 
Electronic Commerce to study 
taxation in cylierspace ami recom- 
mend future laws. The 19-mem- 
ber commission hopes to gather 
funlier infonnation during public 
hearings Sept. 14-15 in New York. 
(To submit testimony or rcijuest 
to sjKuk, contact the commission 
via its Web site, www.ecom- 
murcccommis.sion.org.) 

Nationwide, online shoppers 
appear to l>e tax averse. In a June 
poll of 3,700, nearly 40 percent 
said liiey would stop buying if 
they had to pay sales tax. Only 27 
percent of those surveyed by 
BiiiRuic.com planned to continue 
.shopping on the Web rcgardle.ss 
of taxes. 

Wiiat surprised Carol Head, 
marketing vice president for the 
Los Angeles-basod re.suardi firm, 
were the Iengllt.s to which online 
shoppers ivould go tt> avoiti taxes. 
Twenty-four percent said iliey 
would bypass well-known retail- 
ers that charge sales levies in 
favor of unfamiliar merchants 
that don't, to .save on taxes. 
"Thai's a real indication of tlie 
concern alwiit taxation, " slic said. 
“People are saying. ‘Why would 
you lax me? This is an area of 
froedom.’ ” 

Sudi a philosophy stems from 
the Imemet’s roous in universities 
and govenimcnt researdi centers, 
where the free exchange of inkir- 
mation is higlily prized, according 


to Au.stan Goolsbee, an economist 
at the University of Cliicago’s 
Graduate School of Busine.ss. 
That's one reason tlie tax back- 
lasli will l>e greater in cybersptice 
dmn in (lie piiysical world. 

In a .study last year of the 
online shopping habits of 25,000 
people, he found that Internet 
taxation would reduce the mmi- 
her of buyers liy 25 percent aiid 
spending by more chan 30 per- 
cent. Tile impact could be even 
greater in New York, California 
and oilier states with hlgii costs of 
living. Said Goolsbee, “People 
who live in high sales tax loca- 
tions lire signifiesmily more likely 
to buy over die Internet.'' 

Jonathan B. Bulkeley, chief 
executive of b»mesandni)ble.eoih 
ine., isn’t worried about .sales iiix 
keeping customers'nway. Tiic 
Iniemet’s powerful draw isn't low 
prices, he said, but the conve- > 
nience of shopping from liome or 
work any lime, day or nigiil, and 
larger selections than hrick-mid- 
mortar stores. Taxing all Inienief 
orders “wouldn't diaugo things 
too much," Bulkeley predicted. 

But Now York's 8 percent sales . 
tax is affecting bamesjuidnoble's 
ability to compete with rival 
Amazon.com. Because of'iis 
Manhattan headquarters, banie- 
sandnoble is retiuired to add state 
Sides tax to gcHids sliipped to the 
state, while chose from Amazon 
are tax-free since its headquaner.s 
is in Washington state and ware- 
hou.se in Nevada. 

This tax difference is one rea- 
son Amazon receives 8.5 percent 
of its customers from New York 
state and barnesandnoble gct.s 
under Z percent, iiccnrding to PC 
Data Online, a research firm, 
ba.sed in Reston, Va. Tlie figures, 
liowever, are more meaningful 
when taken with Amazon's sides 
4>f $610 million last year, com- 
pared witli bamesiindnoble’s $62 
million.
